Mr Roberts said in a no- 
holds-barred report thal 
staffing continued to be a 
grave concern because: 

@ A large number of se- 
nior positions remained 
continually unfilled, and 


@ The period of employ- 
mem of temporary teach- 
ers was often short and 
terminated abruptly due 
in part to the in- 
accessibility of the schoo! 
as regards public trans- 
port. 

Mr. Roberts said the 
school’s advisory council 
felt the Education Depart- 
ment’s present policy of 
attempting to fill  va- 
cancies in the metropol- 
itan area with temporary 
staff, perpetuated in- 
stability, and encouraged 
permanent teachers to 
transfer from the school, 
to areas where fewer 
changes occurred. 

“The non-filling .of four 
senior positions in the 
school has placed  un- 
reasonable loads on senior 
staff members,” he said, 
“and although 1971 ap- 
pointments have yet to be 
finalised,one senior teach- 
er appointment still 
$'remains unfilled.”
